PROVISIONAL SPECIFICATION. 
Squeegee Device for Applying Liquids to Surfaces. 



I, Joseph Duffy, a British subject, 
of Gainsborough Road, Victoria Park, 
London, E. 9, do hereby declare the 
nature of this invention to be as 
follows : — 

This invention relates to a squeegee 
useful for various purposes including the 
application of the hot liquid bituminous 
compound used when laying street 
paving blocks and which is moved to and 
fro over the blocks so as to enter the 
spaces between the sides and ends of . the 
blocks and form a mastic filling. 

According to the present invention the 
squeegee, which may be of any suitable 
shape and size, is of open frame or box- 
like form and the liquid material is 
poured into the box, which is provided 
with a handle or handles so that it can 
be moved to and fro as required. 



Amongst the advantages of this con- 
struction are that the liquid is kept hot 
for a longer time, the weight of the 
liquid in the 4 * box ' ' is helpful in press- 
ing the liquid into the said spaces or 25 
crevices and because it is hot the said 
pressure and that of the edges of the box 
cause the liquid to penetrate either or 
both further and more quickly. 

The under edges of the frame or box 30 
have india rubber or equivalent strips 
much like those of the straight squeegees 
now used.

According to the present invention the 
squeegee device, which may be of any

1. A new or improved method of 
applying liquids to surfaces, which con- 
sists in employing a hand-operated 
squeegee of bottomless box form and pro- 
vided with one or more handles into 70 
which box-like- device the liquid to be ' 
applied is poured, and moving the 
squeegee to and fro over the surface. 

.2. A new or improved method of 
applying liquids to surfaces according 
to Claim 1, particularly road surfaces, 
which consists in employing a squeegee 
of trr?ttomless box form into the" hollow 
of which , hot liquid bituminous com- 
pound is poured, and moving the cq 
Bqueegee to and fro over the road surface 
until the crevices between the pavino* 
blocks or the like have been filled by the 
liquid (mastic) to the desired degree. 

3 A squeegee for applying liquids to 85 
suriaces, more particularly road surfaces 
comprising a frame or bottomless box 
provided adjacent its under edges with 
strips of resilient material and adapted 
to receive the liquid, and provided with qo 
at least one operating handle whereby 
the squeegee can be moved to and fro 
over the surface as desired. 

4. A squeegee for applying liquids to 
surfaces, according to Claim 3, wherein »5 
the lower edges of the walls of the frame 

or bottomless bos: are provided with 
mdia rubber strips.
